$15,776 Pay Boost 
For Warren Employes 


Warren borough councilmen Mon­ 
day night went on record as favor­ 
ing pay raises for borough employes 
totaling $15,776. This applies only 
to the present number of police­ 
men, firemen, and employes of 
other departments and does not 
1 include the cost of additional help 
which probably will be added, and 
could mean a salary cost increase 
of over $40,000. 
The raises increase the police 
chief from $400 a month to $420. 
I First lieutenant (a new post), $350; 
second lieutenant, from $290 to $340; 
sergeant (new post), $320; patrol­ 
man, increased from $280 to $300; 
new patrolman after six months, 
$260 to $280; new patrolman first 
six months, from $230 to $250, 
police clerk, $170 to $190. 
This means that a starting police 
officer in Warren borough will be 
paid $250 a month. If two police­ 
men are added, as some are ad­ 
vocating, the total increase actually 
will be $670 a month, due to the 
filling of the sergeant and first 
lieutenant posts. These two posts 
alone will change the $15,776 in­ 
crease to an added total of $23,816. 
Present salaries and new ones 
for the fire department read: Chief, 
$330 to $360; assistant chief (new 
post), $320; captain, $295 to $315; 
junior captain (new post), $310; 
mechanic, $295 to $310; assistant 
mechanic (new post), $285; driver,. 
$273 to $285; hoseman, $255 to 
$270; hoseman second six months, 
$240 to $255, and new hoseman, 
$225 to $240. 
Under this schedule a starting 
fireman will be paid $240 a month, 
and three new salaries are includ­ 
ed, which will mean an additional 
thousand dollars more even if no 
new men are added. New men will 
be added, we suspect, and we believe 
the increase actually will be another 
$7,000, bringing that pay increase 
up to the $30,000 neighborhood. 
The $15,776 increase also in­ 
cludes the following pay scales: 
Street department, superintendent, 
$380, up ten; mechanic and equip­ 
ment operator, $1.50 an hour; semi­ 
skilled, $1.35, and laborer, $1.30. 
Park department, superintendent, 
$370, fifteen increase; labor, $1.30' 
to $1.35 an hour. 
Hourly rates in both departments 
were increased five cents. 


Other raises included were a 
boost from $260 to $270 for the 
health officer, an increase from 
$285 to $300 for the bookkeeper, 
$210 to $225 for the clerk stenog­ 
rapher, five cents an hour for the 
engineer assistants. 
The borough manager’s salary 
was increased from $4,800 to $5,400. 
He also receives $600 for secre­ 
tary expenses and $400 car allow­ 
ance. 
The borough solicitor will bepaid 
$2,700, three hundred more than 
his present salary. 
Council approved new regulations 
for the fire department following 
many amendments. New ranks pro­ 
posed were assistant chief, senior 
captain, junior captain, and assist­ 
ant mechanic. Councilman Carbon 
asked what would happen to the 
present captains under this set-up, 
and it was decided to continue them 
as captains and to create only the 
rank of junior captain at this level. 
Council named R. W. Steber and 
E. T. Lundahl to fill vacancies on 
the Warren borough parking author­ 
ity left by the resignation of W. C. 
Fuellhart and H. B. Pettit. Other 
members are C. T. Berdine, Jake 
Levinson, and R. E. Johnson. 
Councilman Carbon argued for a 
higher hourly rate for borough em­ 
ployes, claiming capable men would 
be difficult to obtain when present 
men left, and pointing out that these 
men must work 48 to 50 hours a 
week to earn what industry pays for 
40. He also reminded council rhr 
the street and park employes ac 
get paid when the weather is baa. 
However, the previously prepared 
wages were approved as proposed. 
Council discussed the addition of 
men to the various departments 
but reached no conclusion. Further 
discussion on the budget no doubt 
will take place Monday when the 
regular meeting is held. 
And after the many increases are 
added to the total the big one will 
be taken up . . . . what tax will be 
used to provide it?

THE NEW FREEDOM 
There is one type of news cov­ 
erage which is progressing so rapid­ 
ly that a major portion of our citizens 
do not realize its influence on the 
press. We are referring to photog­ 
raphy, with which the progressive 
papers today can tell their stories 
much more effectively. 
However, the continuous battle to 
protect our freedom of the press 
finds this forward wall meeting 
strong opposition in some quarters 
and there are those who no longer 
use a quill pen but seemingly be­ 
lieve that cameramen still are flash­ 
ing powder in the faces of their 
subjects. 
Tills may be enlarging the print a 
degree or two, but it is obvious that 
we have among us many who do not 
realize what can be done with a truly 
modern camera by an informed 
shutterman. The blame for this lies 
partly on those who still are shooting 
flash bulbs in situations where they 
do not belong, and the reluctance 
on the part of many reporters to 
use the latest developments for 
fear they will not be able to adjust. 
The debate which has pointed up 
the clamp on news cam eras is the 
rulings by many judges who will not 
let pictures be taken of court scenes. 
The pictures themselves are not as 
important as the spirit of the rulings, 
which obviously are a hinderance to 
modem reporting. 


The basis for most of these rulings 
is Canon 35 of the lawyers’ code 
which prohibits courtroom photog­ 
raphy. However, Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell, Jr. has suggested 
that it is the duty of the bar associa­ 
tion to re-examine Canon 35, which 
has been adopted by fourteen states, 
approved by ten others, and has 
been embodied in the rules of all 
federal courts. 
But, as Mr. Brownell points out, 
the canon was written in 1935, 
twenty years ago when cam eras 
were a blast of light and obtrusively 
clumsy affairs. Today’s silent cam­ 
era, with its fast film, is another 
m atter. 


Last August the American Bar 
Association made a test run at a 
special session of its annual con­ 
vention, with three jurists presid­ 
ing, including Judge Herbert F. 
Goodrich of the U. S. Court of Ap­ 
peals, who said he was old fashion­ 
ed and didn’t believe in court 
photography. After the test he ad­ 
mitted 
that the photography had 
been very smoothly done, was dis­ 
tracting a bit, but “ so is a pretty 
g irl." Many lawyers in the court 
room didn’t know pictures were 
being taken. 


This is a major step toward free­ 
dom for the lensemen of the trade, 
but they have a responsibility of 
their own if they are to convince 
all jurists. The use of modern 
equipment is a way of quietly doing 
a job in sensitive situations such as 
court cases, but the behavior of the 
men who use it also is related to 
the reluctance of many judges, and 
the sensationalism practiced by too 
many papers today will have to be 
changed if the press is to win and 
justify this right. 


A neighboring city paper was 
scanned by us recently at the time 
of the Geneva meeting. Except for 
a small article on that major event, 
the rest of the front page had nothing 
on it but criminal cases, sex stories, 
and fatal tragedies, many of which 
did not happen in this section but 
were so filled with gore and sen­ 
suality that they would sell papers 
A mother of that town told us that 
she was hiding the front part of the 
paper before her son got home every 
day. It was worse than the comic 
books. 
This type of journalism is not 
necessary to sell papers, as has 
been proved by some of our leading 
publications. But there is no doubt 
that it is one way of appealing to

many readers, and as long as we 
have publishers who will utilize 
the worse side of people to make 
themselves a buck, you can’t blame 
jurists for eyeing many of the re ­ 
porters with a shade of distrust. 
This is newspaper week and an 
appropriate time for the press to 
do a little more than toot its own 
horn. It would do better if it scrutin­ 
ized itself. 


THE WEEKLY SIDE 
We are proud to be one of the 
eight thousand weeklies still doing 
business in our country despite the 
competition of TV, radio, and daily 
papers. We often wonder if the 
weekly is the last bulwark of ethical, 
conscientious journalism. 
We know this is not completely 
true because there are national 


magazines and prominent dailies 
which are doing a good job of 
maintaining a top level code. But 
the better weeklies are providing a 
type of news coverage that does not 
play up the sensational, and their 
grass roots conaipentary is not as 
strongly influenced by big adver­ 
tising accounts as is the case with 
larger contemporaries. 
This side of the weekly paper 
often has caused us to puzzle over 
the refusal of many local merchants 
to support the very backbone of 
their own future. The small m er­ 
chant is dependent on a true free 
enterprise, 
and 
if 
there 
is 
a 
mouthpiece against the bigs it is 
the weekly. When they are gobbled 
up, look out! 


It beehoves the local merchant 
to support his weekly, and in the 


majority of cases he will get full 
return for his money. When it comes 
to reaching the readers of an area, 
it is difficult to beat the local 
weekly which is read by nearly 
every 
family, 
and 
is 
handled 
throughout the week. Few ads in 
such a paper escape the buyer’s 
eye. 
In our case we know that no 
medium, daily or radio, can begin 
to touch our circulation in such 
communities as Sheffield, Tidioute, 
and Youngsville. Typical is the ad­ 
vertiser who recently asked us to 
leave his ad out of all papers ex­ 
cept one. Asked why he made such 
a strange request we were told that 
he was getting so many calls from 
the rural areas that he couldn’t 
handle the business! 
Free press and free enterprise 
are closely related, and the weekly 


has much to offer, not only as a 
champion of ethical journalism and 
a voice for freedom, but also as a 
dollar well spent if you want to 
use it to tell your story to potential 
custom ers.

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GET IN SHAPE 
Last week we suggested that hunt­ 
ers should do a bit of pre-season 
scouting to assure themselves of 
game when the shooting days arrive. 
The Pennsylvania Game Commis­ 
sion has a couple other angles. One 
is the conditioning of the hunter for 
his day-long hunting jaunts. By 
starting now with short hikes he 
not only will be fam iliar with the 
territory but he also will be in shape 
for longer ones when the real 
hunting work starts. 
There also is the hope that over- 
exertion and heart strain can be 
avoided among those who have done 
very little physical exercise since 
last season. Like the dog that must 
be run throughout the year to keep 
him in shape, the hunter also can 
not expect to do a real job of it 
if he is not in condition. And for 
the sake of his family it is well 
that he keep himself sufficiently 
fit to assure that he walks home 
from the day afield. 
And the weapon you use also may 
need more than an oiling job. How 
long is it since you bought that 
gun? Perhaps it would be a wise 
idea to have a gunsmith look it over. 
Such a step is far cheaper thun 
having it go bad in your hands. 
And now is the time to act. Don’t 
expect the busy gunsmith to take 
care of you the week before hunting 
season opens. 
There are many ways in which 
we can prepare for the big month, 
or months if you are lucky enough 
to expand your geographical ac­ 
tivities. All of them are precau­ 
tionary and assure better sport. 


* • * * 
DUCKS PLENTIFUL 
If the ducks were plentiful in 1954, 
they should be equally so this sea­ 
son, according to the United States 
Fish and Wildlife Service and Ducks 
Unlimited which report that the 
waterfowl breeding season this year 
was as productive or more so than 
last year. 
And the hunters also are expected 
to be equally as plentiful. Last year 
50,000 sportsmen bought thefedera 
migratory bird hunting stamp for 
use in Pennsylvania. The season 
opens for ducks, geese, coot, and 
brant on October IO, and the flight 
south to warmer climes already 
has started, according to game of­ 
ficials. 


* * * * 
NEW TERRITORY 
The state is opening to hunting 
45,191 acres of undeveloped land 
in nine state parks this fall, which 
is an increase of 7,176 acres over 


last season. They will be posted 
with signs to indicate where hunting 
is allowed, and maps are available 
at the park offices or from the De­ 
partment of Forests and Waters, 
Division of Recreation, Harrisburg. 
Hunters are asked to be especially 
careful in these areas because of 
the variety of family uses to which 
they are put. 
The only area which probably 
would be of interest to Warren 
county hunters is located in Cook 
Forest, located in Forest, Jeffer­ 


son, and Clarion counties. 
• * * * 
ARCHERS’ DEER SEASON 
(Game Commission Release) 
Bow and arrow hunters who will 
try for a buck in the Pennsylvania 
arch ers’ deer season, October IO 
to 22, probably will number 17,000 
to 18,000. The prediction is based 
on the steady increase in the arrow 
shooters’ numbers since 1951, the 
first year they enjoyed a separate 
deer season in Pennsylvania. 
In 1954 persons who purchased a 
license for the special bow and 
arrow season numbered 14,769. In 
1953 the number was 10,691. Fifty- 
five legal bucks were taken in 1954 
and 84 in 1953, during the two-week 
seasons. 
The bow hunters are very pleased 
over a new law affecting their sport. 
In force this year it provides that 
when there is an open season in 
October for hunting any game ex­ 
clusively with bow and arrow such 
game may be hunted and killed be­ 
tween 6 a. rn. and 5:30 p. rn. Eas­ 
tern Standard Time. The earlier 


morning and later evening hours 
will increase the archers’ oppor­ 
tunities to score. 
In this 1955 season, male deer 
only may be taken. A legal buck 
will have two or more points to 
one antler or it may carry an antler 
three or more inches long without 
points, measuring from the top of 
the skull as the deer is in life. 
Each bow hunter, without excep­ 
tion, is required to own and wear a 
1955 hunting license and a special 
archery license while in quest of a 
deer during the bow and arrow sea­ 
son. The special license, costing 
$2, must be purchased from the 
Department of Revenue, H arrisburg. 
The Game Law lists these restric ­ 
tions on equipment to be used in the 
special archery season: “ It shall 
be unlawful to hunt for, kill or at­ 
tempt to kill any deer . . . with any 
weapon other than a bow and arrow, 
or with any bow other than a long 
bow controlled without the aid of 
mechanical means, 
or with any 
arrow with any explosive in the head 
or shaft.’’The crossbow is outlawed.

We all know that a bank 
keeps relatively little money in 
“vault cash”—the money they 
give us when we cash a check. 
What does the bank do with 
the rest? Of course, a lot of it 
is out on loans and some is 
held in reserves. An important 
amount, however, is invested 
so as to earn a reasonable in­ 
come. Banks’ investments are 
regulated by Federal and 
State laws and may generally 
be made only in high quality 
bonds and short-term obliga­ 
tions. Speculative securities 
are excluded. 
Banks use six standards of 
judgment in selecting their 
investments. First, there must 
be safety of capital, that is, 
there must be the very mini­ 
mum risk of loss; second, 
there must be stability of in­ 
come, it must be steady, not 
high one year and low the 
next. The investm ent m ust 
also provide a satisfactory 
yield, in proportion to the cap­ 
ital invested. Fourth, the 
investm ent must be liquid, 
meaning that it can be sold 
readily and at a fair price 
whenever necessary. Banks’ 
investments must have well- 
distributed maturities, which 
is to say that the principal 
must be repayable at regular 
intervals, neither too much 
nor too little at a time. Final­ 
ly, bank investments must be 
well diversified, that is, all the 
“e g g s ” m ust not be in one 
basket. 
In follow ing these p rin ­ 
ciples, most banks today put 
about 82 per cent of th eii 
investment funds into United 
States government bonds and 
short-term obligations, and 
about 12 per cent in the obli­ 
gations of State governments 
and of other political sub­ 
divisions (usually municipal 
bonds). The remaining 6 per 
cent is placed in other securi­ 
ties — gen erally very high 
grade corporation bonds, care­ 
fully selected from the coun­ 
try’s strongest industries, 
public utilities and railroads.

He is, 
however, still wrestling with the 
next question reporters will put to 
him. It is: 
Will you enter the Presidential 
preference primaries in the States? 
He has been told by his support­ 
ers within the states themselves that 
he must say yes. But some of his 
national advisors are counseling him 
to hold back arguing that Senator Ke- 
fauver or some other favorite son 
might knock him off before he gets 
to Chicago. 
It is not a decision that can long 
be avoided. Senator Kefauver will 
arrive in Seattle next week from his 
long journey through Europe, in­ 
cluding Russia, and Asia. He will 
be met by friends who will start 
planning with him a Kefauver cam­ 
paign in which the primaries are a 
vital element. 
The Stevenson people in the states 
are aware that they are going to be 
faced with a Kefauver challenge on 
the home grounds. They are asking 
their man how he can possibly justify 
ducking it. 
It is a real quandary for Stevenson 
who has no public office at his back, 
no large treasury or fortune to dip

into and who is going to have to 
start an organization from scratch. 
To the professional politicians the 
Presidential primaries are frankly a 
nuisance. They are expensive to 
enter and full of uncharted, unknow­ 
able pitfalls. There is no assurance 
that glorious primary victories will 
influence a national convention; 
sometimes they have and sometimes 
they haven’t. 
But they have great appeal in the. 
Republic. It seems only fair that 
men who want to be President should 
be willing to put their fate to small 
tests before they ask for the big 
orize. There is a tendency these 
days to insist that nation-wide tele­ 
casts are the answer to all politics 
jut Americans still like to shake 
the hand that may some day shake 
the hand of world’s leaders. 
For the candidate personally they 
are the hardest work he will ever do. 
Once he achieves the national ticket, 
the money starts coming in and much 
can be done for him. In the proving 
ground of the primary, he is much 
alone, and greatly dependent on him­ 
self. 
One thing is certain. Once in a 
primary, the aspiring politician had 
better make sure he wins. It may not 
help him — but it will hurt him if he 
loses. This is particularly true of 
Stevenson at this point for his stand­ 
ing has not been tested by actual 
count for three years. 
The primaries are again neces­ 
sary to Senator Kefauver because 
so few organization politicians have 
taken his side. His supporters are 
convinced that he is as popular with 
the rank and file of Democrats as he 
proved to be in 1953. 
Governor Harriman has an out 
when it comes to the primaries. 
He is still saying he Is for Steven­ 
son and he can hold back on this 
account. There is, of course, the risk 
that Stevenson might do surprisingly 
well. 
Many of his supporters bent 
he would. They would not expect 
it to be easy. They rather grimly 
suggest that he would have to kiss 
every baby in New Hampshire where 
the lead-off primary takes place 
March 13. B u t , they add, New Hamp­ 
shire is a small state and once he 
carried it, he would be off to a 
flying start, never to be headed.

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If Max Liebman is going to tackle 
the c la ssic s, he’s got to do better 
than this. Heidi is a story a lot of 
us cherish; it is pure unadorned 
schmaltz and, when you do schmaltz, 
you have to believe in it; you have 
to start out with tears in your 
eyes.

I think Jackie Gleason was 
out of his wits to switch from live 
to filmed television. “ The Honey­ 
m ooners” is one of the best written 
and acted shows on television. But 
it’ s the kind of comedy that needs 
an audience and needs live pro­ 
duction. What it doesn’t need is 
film editing, an art that adds an 
awful lot to some shows and takes 
a lot away from others. 


In front of an audience, Gleason 
and 
Meadows knew exactly how 
long to take just eyeing one another 
belligerently before breaking the 
tension. There was a tremendous 
feeling of participation between the 
cast and the audience that com­ 
municated itself to the home view­ 
ers. It’s gone. It doesn’t seem like 
the sam e show without it.
